23.— A fearful railway ac- 
cident is reported from tho town of Brest 
Litovsk, formerly known ns Uerestoff, in 
Russian Poland, The town is a point of 
junction for several railways, mid two trains 
came in collision with a most terrible re- 
sult, sixteen persons being killed and many 
seriously injured. The authorities are hold- 
ing an investigation as to the cause of the 
disaster, 

Tlie British In Egypt. 

London, Feb. o;j — f_n the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Lord Hurtington asked what 
were tho intentions of the government as to 
complying with the recommendations of the 
royal commission on the subject of the 
army, as Secretary of War Stanhope said 
that the government would not disturb the 
Duke ot Cambridge as commander in chief, 
us long as lie desired to retain the place. 
Neither would the government discuss any 
change-* that might be needful on the occur- 
rence of a vacancy. 

Mr. Labouchere moved for a reduction of 
the army, embodying the evacuation of 
Egypt. 

Sir James Ferguson said tho government 
would fix no dale for tho evacuation. He 
would only say that the British would with- 
draw, as suon ns the government was 
assured that Egypt was in no danger of 
foreign occup ition.

the Great, founder of the Bdl'lln academy.

Dublin, Fob. 23.— Parntill continued in 8 
campaign in Ireland yesterday. The little 
town of Strokcstown was thronged by thou- 
sands, several times its ordinary popula- 



tion, who had gathered to meet Parnell in 
an enthusiastic procession. He repeated in 
substance ins speech of Sunday ut Roscom- 
mon ; at Lungford lie again spoke, meeting 
with a cordial reception. He suid : "I 
don't ask you to bo carried away by an 
outburst of enthusiasm. I do not ask you 
to believe thut victory is secure on the 
constitutional platform on which I will 
stand until the last plank in torn uway. I do 
not wish to come in conllict with British 
bayonets, but should never usk you to take 
the risk. I will take the risk as your 
leader."

Montreal, Feb; 23.— Senator Druni- 
niond has inado the following letter public : 
Montreal, Que., '21st February, 1801. 
My Dear Mr. Druminond — You are quite 
right in assuming that the statement in the 
letter enclosed in your note of to-day is un- 
true. I am not well enough acquainted 
with the trade ond industries of Canada to 
know that unrestricted reciprocity would 
bring prostration or ruin. I realize that for 
saying this I may be accused of meddling in 
politics, but with me this is a business ques- 
tion and not a political one, and it so vi- 
tally affects the interests that have been en- 
trusted to me, that 1 feci justified in ex- 
piessiug my opinion plainly. Indeed, since 
opposite views have boen attributed to 
me, I feel bound to do ho. 
No one can follow the proceedings in con- 
gress at Washington and the utterances of 
the leading newspapers of the United 
States without being struck with the extra- 
ordinary jealousy that prevails there con- 
cerning Canada — jealousy growing out of 
the wonderful development of her trade 
and manufactures within the past twelve 
years. It was this jealousy that prompted 
tho anti-Canadian features of the McKinley 
bill. It was represented .and believed at 
Washington that the Canadian farmers 
largely depended upon the United States 
for u market for many of their chief pro- 
ducts, and that their loyalty could 
bo touched through their pockets, and 
i th»t it was only necessary to 
I " put on the screws" to bring about a poli- 
j tical upheaval in Canada, and such a re- 
versal of the trade policy of the country as 
would inevitably lead to annexation. I have 
found it necessary to keep well informed as 
to the drift of matters at Washington, be- 
cause the interests of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway have been threatened by all sorts 
of restrictive measures, and, from my 
knowledge of the feeing (here, I do not 
hesitate to say that if the result of the 
pending elections in Canada is what the 
authors of the McKinley bill expected, it 
would bo another turn of the screw will 
follow. No comfort is to be found in the 
recent disaster that the Republicans suf- 
feied in the United States. It, was not tho 
iinti-Cauidiuu features of the McKinley bill 
thut caused this, but die heavy 
increased duties of manyartiel s, the in nit- 
fucture of which at homo was intended to 
be forced. The increase of duties came at a 
time of general depression among the far- 
mers and working classes, and it was resent- 
ed by them. Trade relations with Canada 
had nothing to do with it ; they were not 
thinking ot us. Putting aside all patriotic 
considerations and looking at the question 
ol unrestricted reciprocity from a strictly 
business standpoint, what in the name of 
common sense has Canada to gain by it at 
this time? Thousands of farms in the New 
Knglaad States arc abandoned, the farmers 
of ths middle Stat'.'s are all com- 
plaining, and those of some of the 
Western States are suffering to such an ex- 
tent that organized relief is necessary. The 
manufacturers everywhere are alarmed as 
to t in- ir future, and most of them are re- 
ducing their output, working on short time 
and seeking orders at absolute cost, so that 
they in ty keep their best workmen to- 
gether.

Our neighbors' big mill pond is very low 
i just now, but our smal'ei- oee is, at least, 
I full enougn to keep iii going comfortably. 
! His pond requites twelve tunes us much as 
I ours to till it. It is not necessary that a 
small boy should be a school boy to know 
what the result would bo if we were to cut 
our dam. Our pond would at once fall to 
the level of the other. Kvvn if we wero 
suffering from hard times, we could gain 
nothing by unrestricted reciprocity. No 
man of sense would seek partnership with 
one worse off than himself because lie hap- 
pened t i be hard up. You can't make a 
good egg out of two bad ones. The Cana- 
dian Pueilio railway is far away tho largest 
buyer of manufactured art.cles iii Can- 
ada. It buys dry goods and groceries, as 
well us locomotives and c.irs; it buys pins 
and needles and millinery goods, as 
well as rails and splic.s and pikes; 
it buys drugs and medicines and 
clothing, us well us bolts and wheels and 
axles ; it buys almost every conceivable 
thing, and it is necessirily inclose touch 
with the markets at home and abroad. It 
bin built up or been instrumental in build- 
ing up hundreds of new industries in the 
count y, and it u the chief support of many 
of tlr in, and its experience Willi these mar- 
kets and these industries justifies my belief 
that unrestricted reciprocity with tho 
United States and a joint protective tariff 
against the rest of the world, would make 
New York the chief distributing point for 
the Dominion instead of Montreal and To- 
ronto ; would localize the business 
of the ports of Montreal and Que- 
bec, and. destroy all hope of tho 
future of the p its of Halifax and St. 
Johns j would ruin three-fourths ol our 
manufactures ; would fill our streets with 
the unemployed ; would make Eastern 
Canada the dumping ground for the grain 
and flour of the West i n St ites to the in- 
jury of our own Northwest, and would 
make Canada, generally, the slaughter mar- 
ket for tho manufacturers of tie Uni'ed 
.States. All of which would be bad for the 
Canadian Pacifia raiboul, as Well ns for the 
country ut large ; und this is my excuse for 
writing so much. 1 am not Bp -oklDg for 
the Canadian Pacifia railway company, a u- 
as a Liberal or a Conservative, but only as 
an individual much concerned in the busi- 
ness interests of the co.int y, und full of 
anxiety lest a great commercial, if not a 
national, mistake should be made.

The Mine Accident. 

Halifax, N.S., Feb. 23.— The work of 
recovering the bodies in the exploded Spring 
Hill mine was carried on throughout the 
night, most successfully. Up to 10 o'clock 
this morning, 97 bodies hud been taken out. 
This morning. General Manager Cowan und 
Inspectors Gilpin and Madden and Assist- 
ant Manager Mclnncs went down No. 1 
slope, and made an examination of the bore, 
in which a blow-up shot was supposed to 
havo been the cause of tho disaster. There 
was in No. .') bore, No. 7 balance. It was in 
this bore that the body of shot- 
firer, Thomas Wilson, was found. 
The scene of the explosion is about 
three quart ;rs of a mile from the bottom of 
No. 1 slope, In all tho bores in that dis- 
trict men were killed. The searching party 
is now under ground, and it is expected 
that all the bodies will be taken out to day. 
There are several now in sight, two boys 
named McVey were found locked in each 
other's arms overcome by the afterdamp. 
In No. '2 slope, ou the stony level, the dead 
were strewn along most thickly. There 
were about twenty picked up within a dis- 
tance of 85 feet, nil of whom bud died from 
the effects of the afterdamp, while running 
for their lives. The bodies are near- 
ly out of No. '2 slope. Relatives 
ure arriving, claim their dead, and 
taking them away. The list of orphans 
now numbers' ltil. This morning a 
subscription to the relief fund was flowing 
in rapidly. Preparations for tho burial of 
the dead aro now being made. A carload 
of collins arrived from Amherst last iiiglit, 
and more are expected to-day. The funerals 
begin this afternoon. A large gang of men. 
arc now busily employed digging grnves in 
the cemetery. ArastUS Huynian, who was 
reported dead, turned up safe this morning. 
Clifford Ripley is among the dead. Eigh- 
teen horses and a mule wero killed by the 
explosion. 

CosRlp or the Hour. 

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 23. — An evening pa-

H. Clarke Wallace. Betting is upon the 
size of bis majority. The Toronto Liberals 
feel a little shaky about the chance of Dr.

A religious meeting at Inkerman, Dnndas 
county, was adjourned to give those pre- 
sent an opportunity to hear Liberal 
arguments. The political meeting 
was opened with prayer, invoking 
the divine aid in relieving Canada from 
monopoly and high taxation, and asking a 
rich blessing on the Liberal conclave. The 
district executive of the Knights of Labor 
sympathize with the labor organizations in- 
protesting against the large expenditure of 
public moneys in importing emigrants from 
Europe to compete in an already over- 
stocked market. The Telegram says Sir 
John must win this election with the help 
of Independent Canadians and Liberals, 
who love Canada more than they hate him.

Halifax Feb. 23.— The house of John 
Iliscock, at Bay Roberta, took fire at 2 
o'clock this morning. All means of escape 
being cut off, tho father jumped, out of tno 
wi-dn-.v and the mo' her dropped their 
children into his urms, one by ouo. All. 
were thus saved except one, when the 
mother's nightclothes took fire, and she was 
compelled to jump with the infant in her 
arms. She broke her log in the fall, and 
the baby was probably fatally injured.

amend Ashcroft anil Cariboo railroad Act. 
Adopted. 

N1\V BILLS. 

Hon. Mr. Robson introduced n Bill en- 
titled, an "Act for the observance uf the 
Lord's Day, commonly called Sunday.' 

second RBADtxrJS. 

On motion of Mn. Kitchen, the Dill re- 
specting the Westminster and Vancouver 
Tramway Company, and the Westminster 
Street Railway Company, was read a sec- 
ond lime. The mover explained that it was 
to enable these two companies to use the 
same motive power, and announced, in or- 
der to prevent needless discussion, that 
there was no objection to the introduction 
of the Chinese clauses. The Bill is to lie 
committed on Wednesday. 

Coi.. BAKER moved the second reading of 
the Upper Columbia Navigation nnd Tram- 
way Co's Bill. Carried, the Bill being re- 
ferred to the Standing Orders and Private 
Kills Committee. 

Mil. SWORD moved the discharge of the 
order for the second nailing of the Railway 
Bill, as he intended to introduce another 
Hill to take its place. Carried. 

MR. m'NAMEE's CLAIM. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked permission of 
the House to move, without the usual no- 
tice, for the appointment of a Eelect com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Davie, Grant, 
Sword, Croft nnd Martin, to inquire into 
the circumstances under which local part- 
ners were admitted with Messrs. F. B. Mc- 
Nameo & Co. into the contract for the con- 
struction of the Esquimalt graving dock, in 
order that a satisfactory settlement might 
be reached. 

Hon. Mr. Bobson explained that it was 
advisable to have some information as to 
the application of the deposit and the fin- 
ancial position of matters at present. Mr. 
McNamec was now here, and wished to 
have a settlement. The idea was to make 
an arrangement without the aid of the 
courts. The Government therefore wished, 
under the circumstances, to have certain 
matters in evidence. 

After somo remarks from Hon. Mn. 
Beaten the motion was adopted. 

Dr. Milne withdrew his Sunday Obser- 
ancc Bill, which was down for a second 
reading. 

THE LAW OF LIBEL. 

On the motion for the second reading of 
Hon. Mr. Beaven's Libel Bill, 

Hon. Mr. Bkavkn said, "stand !" 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he had certain 
further amendments to offer to the Libel 
Bill, but had not proposed to hand them up 
until the bill was printed, because he did 
not know where to place them until he had 
seen the amended measure. On com- 
municating with the Queen's Printer he 
discovered that the bill would not be re- 
printed as amended because there had been 
no order of the House to that effect. At 
the suggestion of the senior member for 
Vancouver he had stated on Friday that he 
should havo no objection to have a clause 
introduced, and, indeed, he was prepared to 
move it, allowing one day to elapse be- 
tween the publication of a bill and the 
issue of a writ. He saw, however, in the 
Colonist that he was reported us having 
promised to bring in a measure, giving one 
day's notice. He had not said so, and was 
now here else reported us having said so. 
For somo reason or other the Colonist had 
chosen to tnisreport what he did say on the 
subject, and, moreover, had based two lead- 
ing articles of abuse on its erroneous report 
of what he had said in the House. 

Mn. Cotton said what be bail understood 
was that the Attorney-General would be 
prepared to allow one day to puss after 
publication, so as to allow the newspaper 
to make explanations before the issue of the 
writ. 

Mb. Davie said that the Colonist had 
not announced the rejection by the House 
of the amendment of the member for Vic- 
toria to provide for notice being given. He 
had said, and said so still, that he would 
move in the direction suggested by the 
member for Vancouver, t > allow one day to 
elapse before the issue of u writ to give a 
newspaper the opportunity of making mat- 
ters belter or worse. 

The bill is to be reprinted us amended, 
THE pHAr.MACV DILL, 

Dk. Milne's moth n for the second read- 
ing of the Pharmaceutical Bill was adopted 
and the House went into committee, Mr. 
Hunter in iho chair. 

After pome discussion, 

Mr. Hall complained of the time wasted 
on this bill, of winch he could not approve, 
as creating an immense trade union. Ho 
thought it should have the six months' 
hoist. He moved, therefore, that the com- 
mittee rise. 

Some further discussion arose ai to the 
necessity for such legislation, which, on the 
one side, was described as being of a class 
and "f a local character. On the other 
hand, it was contended that (he safety of 
human life demanded such an act, which in 
no way constituted a trades union. It was 
further pointed out that such n law was 
specially needed in cities and towns. 

Hit. Milne moved, in amendment to Mr. 
Hall's motion for the committee to rise, that 
the committee rise, report progress and ask 
leave to sit, again. (lurried. 

The committee having reported. 

Col. Baker presented the repor t of the 
Committee on Railways, asking for o ruling 
on certain points of committee practice. 

It being six o'clock, the House rose, the 
Spoftker saying that in future no strangers 
Would be allowed on the tloor of the House, 
admission to which must bo confined to 



members, officers of the House, and heads of 
departments. 

The House resumed at 7:30 p.in., and 
went, into committee of the whole on the 
Summary Convictions Bill, Mr. Kellio in 
the chair. 

In Committee, 

Hon. Mu. Davie proposed a»i amondmen 1 
to insert "one or more of the Directors" lu 
place of "Secretary." The Committee rose 
without reporting. 

The Speaker announced that he would 
give his decision to-morrow on the Report 
of Private Bills Committee, asking if they 
could consider a petition against a Bill after 
that Bill was reported. This was in refer- 
ence to the Petition opposing Crow's Nest 
and Kootenay's railway bill. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of the Supremo Court Bill, and re- 
marked that in Westminster District es- 
pecially, business would bo facilitated by 
County Court Judges being able to transact 
Supreme Court business. The second rend- 
ing passed, and the bill was committed, Mr. 
Stoddort in the chair. 

After some amendment to the first sec- 
tion, the Committee rose, reported progress, 
and asked to sit to-morrow. 

Adjourned debate on the second reading 
of the School Bill was taken up 

Mr. Semlin continuing his remarks of 
Friday, accused the Government of wishing 
to centralize the power in themselves by 
taking away the powers of trustees, and 
said the members of the Government could 
not devote themselves properly to their own 
departments and the school department also. 
The teachers were quite capable of man- 
aging their own institutes without Govern- 
mental interference. The School Bill was 
retrogressive, and those interested in educa- 
tional matters criticised it severely. 

The second reading was carried, however, 
without a division; the bill to be com- 
mitted to-morrow. 

The House rose at !):40 p.m.

To the Electors of Victoria 
City and District. 

GENTLEMEN— j&B promised In my reply to 
your magnificent requisition asking me to stand 
for re-election an ono of your representatives in 
the Dominion House of Commons,! now lay be- 
fore you my views on tho main questions of the 
day affecting this district and tho Dominion. 

1 will first say that I coino beforo you aa a 
supporter of Sir John A. Maedonald and his 
party. I do so bocnuao I bellovo him to ho by- 
far tho ablest statesman Canada baa, and that 
tho iwliey he is following is tho right one, and 
the only one that can raise Canuda to tho high 
position amongst nations which she Is bound to 
take if proporly govomod. 

Since being a mombor of tho TIouso of Com- 
inonslhavo seen thnt it is utterly uboIcks boing 
an Independent. So long as tho Government of 
tho country is carried on on party linos, bo 
long must a man ndhoro to either one sido or 
tho other. An indejiondnnt mombor has no 
weight with either pnrty unices tho Qovern- 
monto is sustained by a very narrow majority 
indeed. 

Thcro are of course occasions when minor 
questions affecting a particular district, or 
provinco como up, and on which a member 
fuels that he must vote against his party for 
the good of his constituents, but on all strictly 
party questions, affecting tho Dominion as a 
whole, a member must bo truo to his party. 

I hold that a man should make up his mind 
before entering political lifo as to which party 
he is in sympathy with, and then stick to 
thorn. If overy man wna to consider himself 
free to vote us he might think host at the 
moment, on every question that oameup.no 
man, however clever a statesman ho might bo, 
could carry on a government for a week. 

I am strongly in favor of reciprocity with 
tho United States in some natural products, 
such aa coal, fish, lumber and ores, but I am 
decidedly opposed to unrestricted reciprocity, 
as 1 firmly believe that Canada would then 
again become a slaughter market for the over- 
production of the American manufacturer, und 
thereby many of our now thriving manufac- 
tories nnd industries would he hopelessly 
ruined, carrying distress nnd poverty to thou- 
sands of our now happy and prosperous 
mechanics and artisans. 

1 deprecate the conduct of tho leaders of 
the Liberal party in lowering the dignity 
of Canada by beoaing for reciprocity from 'he 
United States, as they havu been doing lately. 
Let the Americans llrst show their willingness 
lo meet us on a fair basis ; and, if ftsy do that, 
I have no doubt thai mutual advantages will 
accrue from any negotiations undertaken. As 
yet. there is no authority to show thai they 
have ever shown the slightest disposition to 
open tho question at all. Unrestricted re- 
ciprocity with the United States, would neces- 
sarily mean discrimination in tariff against 
England. This tho Mother Country would 
never stand, and still continue to give us iho 
benefit of her protection. 

We must then either abandon tbcprojectulto- 
gotlier, or throw ourselves into the arms of 
Uncle Sam, as wo are not strong enough to 
protect ourselves. Are you ready to do this? 
I for.ono am not, nnd I trust 'and believe that 
comparatively few in Canada arc. Tho land in 
Canada is overy bit as good as in tho United 
States. Her people are juHt as intelligent, in- 
dustrlous and independent. Then why not lot 
us remain under the Hritish King that has pro- 
tected us so long, and by cur own exerlions 
and energy and enterprise build up in tlmo a 
nation ju»t as great, just as powerful, and 
just as wealthy aa our southern neighbor, 

lam very much dissatisfied with the am ill 
amount of money expended by the Dominion 
Government on I'uhllc Works in llritisb 
Columbia and more particularly in Victoria. 
Seeing that this city alone pays considerably 
more than one mi Won dollars per annum into 
tho Dominion Treasury, I think no ono can 
deny that wc should get n great deal more in 
return than we do. 

1 have endeavored in the past to remedy this, 
but I am sorry to say with but partial succes'. 
if, however,! am again honored with yourconll- 
dence I shall continue even more strenuously 
than ever to urgo upon tho Government t ho 
necessity of placing larger sums upon the esti- 
mates for Victoria. 

Amongst the many improvements urgently 
required I may mention a now I'ost Olileo and 
Custom Douse. These arc badly needed owing 
to tho immense increase in trade and popula- 
tion that has takon place hero during liio past 
few years. A large expenditure is also needed 
in our harbor, i have repeatedly brought the 
above matters before tho Government and 
have received assurances which I trust in the 
near future may be acted upon. 

I shall, if elected, give my hearty support, to 
tho members for Nanainio and NowWostmin- 
minster Districts in any endeavor they may 
make to have more lights, beacons and buoys 
placed on our coast. 

I Bhnll also continue to urgo upon the Govern- 
ment the paramount oocosslty of their insert- 
ing a clause its any charter given to any subsid- 
ized line of steamers running cither to China or 
Australia, making it imuoratlvo that they call 
nt Victoria on every trip. 

I shall again bring to tho notice of the Gov- 
ernment tho necessity of increasing Uio pay of 
some of the civil servants in this Pro- 
vince. It is manifestly unfair to pay 
tho Bamo salaries hero that, they do 
in Eastern Canada, whore living is so very 
much cheaper. It is, to my mind, offoring a 
premium on dishonesty and is degrading tho 
public service. It. is an insult to ask educated, 
intelligent men to work for less than a Chinese 
laborer demands. The fact that men un- 
round who are willing to take the positions, is 
no argument in its favor. When men aro hard- 
up they will take almost anything in order to 
get food for their families, but that is no reason 
why tho Publio Treasury should bcnclil by 
their misfortunes. 

I am in favor of a subsidy being granted by 
tho Dominion lo tho Victoria, Soanlchand New 
Westminster Railway Co., and shall, if elected, 
continue to urgo the Government to make a 
substantial grant for that purpose. 

The Chinese question is ono of grave 
moment. 1 shall \inis my best endeavors 
lo have the anti-l.'binoso clause inserted in all 
charters granted lo companies who arc as- 
sisted by subsidies either of land or money 
from the Dominion Government. If the present, 
per capita tax is found not to he sufficient to 
stay tho tide of immigration. 1 shall favor aii 
increased tax. 

Believing that the Victoria Trades anil 
Labor Council is composed of men capable of 
taking a dispassionate view of the subject, anil 
who have a thoroughly practical knowledge 
of the quest ion, and also that they direct )y rep- 
resent t he greal body of men who are ino.it af 
feed (!il by this class of labor, I shall on all occa- 
sions ho very largely guided by their widics in 
regard to this subject. 

Tho time has arrived in my opinion when 
tho Dominion Government should be 
urged to assist In building another dry dock at 
Ksquimidt. By far tho best place for a new 
dock Is alongside tho present one. It can be 
built cheaper than any whore else, and can be 
run moro economically than elsewhere, as the 
sumo Bluff and same onginc3 and pumps now 



used for the prosont dock conld bo utilized for 
tho now ono. I shall uso my host otibrts to 
havo tills matter favorably reported upon. 

In conclusion, allow mo to say that if you 
decide to again placo mo in tho proud position 
of ono of your representatives, I shall, on all 
occasions, both in and outof tho House of Com- 
mons, endeavor tonct in such a maimer as to 
retleet credit on tho constituents, tho city and 
district which 1 shall havo the honor to repre- 
sent.

GENTLEMEN — At tho ."request of a 'largo 
number of citizens, 1 again oif/or myself aa a 
candidata to repreaont you in tho Dominion 
House of Commons. 

Ono of tho moat important questions to bo 
dealt witli by tho now Parliament will un- 
doubtedly bo "Our Trade Kolations wlUi the 
United States," and as Otbing has taken 
place in their legislation to mnko mo believe 
tho Protective Policy of their Government will 
bo nhandoncd, nor has any circumstances 
arisen in the Dominion of Canada which make 
it necessary or prudent to abandon or disturb 
In any material way, or to any groat extent, tho 
reasonable system of protection to our indus- 
tries, which tho counlry lias time and again 
declared for. and under which alio has pros- 
pered nnd is prospering. Ibeliovo the policy 
of tho Conservative party to bo tho ono best 
calculated to promote tho prosperity of tho 
1 lominion. 

Such being my conviction, I ahall give them 
my support, reserving to mytelf tho right to op- 
pose them on any measures that I may con- 
sider not in tho interest of my constituency or 
Province. 

I do not. consider that protection to our in- 
dustries Is incompatible with a reasonable mea- 
sure of reciprocal trade with tho United States, 
by which we might exchange many of our 
natural products with mutual advantage; and 
in any arrangements proposed, with that end 
In view, I would strongly urgo in tho interest 
of tins Provinco, that Lumber, Coal, Fish, Fish 
products, etc., beincludod, 

IURU0R IMI'HOVKMKNTS. 
I will also press upon tho Government by 
every means in my power the urgent necessity 
of a much larger annual expenditure for dredg- 
ing the inner harbor, and that immediate stops 
bo taken to deepen tho approach to tho outer 
harbor, so that tho largest steamers coming to 
out coast may have facilities for entering and 
landing their freight nnd passengers with safety 
and dispatch. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Ijist session I brought to the attention of tho 
Government tho inadequacy of tho present 
public buildings for conducting the fast in. 
creasing business of tho Port, and that they 
were alike discrcditablo to tho city and the 
Government. I also urged tho matter upon the 
Ministers who visited us last summer.who pro- 
mised to ask for a voto this sos3ion for this pur- 
pose, and thnt they would support it with all 
their influence, I havo no doubt that in the 
near future we will have both a Dost Office and 
Custom House that will bo an ornament to the 
city and in keeping with the largo rovonuo we 
contribute to tho Dominion Treasury. 

13 BACONS AND BOOTS, 

I will urge tho construction of Light [Houses 
and Bouys at all points necessary to tiio safe 
navigation ol the Northern Coast of Hritish 
Columbia. 

I would also advocate that all steamers sub- 
sidized by tho Dominion Government shall 
cull at tho port of Victoria, both on thoir in- 
ward and outward trips, to land mails, pas- 
sengers and freight. 

I will do all in my power to preserve the 
rights of our citizons in tho Hehring's Sea. 

If you do mo tho honor to return mo as your 
representative, you may roly upon me, both in 
tho "House and out of it, to uso my best efforts 
In tho interest of this Province, and this Dis- 
trict in particular.

UNDER WHICH FLAG? 

To Thk Editoh— Political "Kochs" and 
"Pasteurs" may echo tho cuckoo cry, "Un- 
restricted Reciprocity," but it is a dead is- 
sue—dead as most of Koch's patients. 
Twenty years of so-called "National Policy" 
have trebled the national debt of Canada, and 
loft the public works of the country mort- 
gageil to European bondholders. 

To meet the existing interest on these 
mortgages and to otherwise pay our way., 
tho present tariff, onerous us it is, must be 
inaintuiued for revenue by the next admiu- 
. tration, be it Liberul or Tory, for Canada 
his to meet the obligations she lias incurred 
through a Government, of her own choice, 
adopting a policy she lias again and again 
supported at the hustings. 

If, in tho race against the jockey with the 
stars and stripes, tho pace has been too 
good for so young a filly, the piper must yet 
be paid ; the debt is there and bus to be 
faced, and the interest on that debt means 
the present taxation, direct or in- 
direct. At this time it is indirect, and 
indirect taxation, though it touches most of 
the necessaries of life with a heavy hand, at 
least obliges tho ricli man to pay tax for all 
luxuries he may require. 

Now, unrestricted reciprocity or 
free trade, oither with England 
or with tho United States, must 
necessarily imply direct taxation ir 
exact proportion to the loss of revenue con 
sequent upon such reciprocity, and thus 
direct taxation would indirectly tax the 
poor man for things he would never afford 
to consume, nor could lie havo the same 
control over his expenditure as now, under 
the altered conditions. Again, in a mining 
community like that of British Columbia, 
fugitive, non-resident, and often improvi- 
dent, still ofteuer unprosperous, how would 
tho tax collector levy fifteen or twenty dol- 
lars in lump sum from individual working 
men as a direct tax '>. I am merely putting 
tho case. Tho debt of Canada is a fact you 
cannot escape from, shift the tug from collar 
to breast strap, the drag is the same. You 
can have free trade with an equivalent in 
direct, instead of indirect taxation, or you 
can repudiate, ns son.e Spanish republics 
have done in a like iix, but the Anglo-Saxon 
race arc not given to repudiation. 

The immediate questi' n is. What is it 
best for us to do V To bandy recriminations, 
to talk of political tinkers, cr unscrupulous 
politicians on either side between tho 
Government and the Opposition will not 
help us, for it is not really a matter of 
party politics so much as a direct question 
of Canadian nationality. 

Unrestricted reciprocity without union 
with the United States, coupled with our in- 
evitable taxation, would mean first that the 
tariff of our ports of entry should be arrang- 
ed to coincide v,it!i the MeKinley tariff. 
Next that, our Canadian manufacturers 
should compete against those of the States 
on equal terms, the burden of taxation in 
the States being something like $22 against 
say 850 in Canada, and it needs no prophet 
to foretell that this would result in a grave 
commercial crisis within n couple of years. 
Nor could you relievo this strain on home 
manufactures at the expense of men dealing 
with the raw materials and natural pro- 
ductions of Canada consistently with " un- 
restricted reciprocity,'' 

This i-t no defence of Macdonaldisui, or 
of his "national policy," it is a plea rather 
for political sincerity as expedient, if only 
to avoid calamity in Canada if the policy of 
twenty years is to go by the board on a false 
"shibboleth." Unrestricted reciprocity 
may be a short cut to annexation, but it 
may also be found to be a road full of com- 
mercial pit holes and quugmires, 

Why not face the real problem boldly, Mid 
take the open road ? The actual question is 
perhaps, the most momentous one in Cana- 
dian history, for it means, shall we, or shall 
we not, have both commercial and political 
union with America, the ol 1 Union Jack to 
bo replaced by the Star Spangled banner 
from Halifax to Capo Flat tsry ? If Canada 
U prepared to throw in her destiny with the 
great republic, there is something in this, 
tor it would at once halve our taxation and 
give us intercontinental free trade through- 
out the whole of North America, from 
Alaska to the Gulf of Mexico, on a contin- 
ent producing everything required, or de- 
sirable, foi' the health, wealth, comfort or 
the well being of man. American capital 
and enterprise would, in ten years, give a 
development of the natural resources of 
this country of half a century ahead, whilst 
a united North America would have a com- 
mercial, political unil national greatness, 
such as would stand unimpaired by any 
other ling or power on the face of the globe. 

There are no race prejudices, diversity of 
language or of institutions between our kin- 
dred 'people. en the other side of 
the Fool's boundary line " drawn between 
us. Canada's geographical position makes 
iter an exception in all other 
colonies under the British Hag. Her pre- 
sent excessive taxation cripples her pro- 
gress, and a full third of her debt is due for 
a military railroad, pushed rapidly to com- 
pletion for Imporial purposes as a cluck to 
Russia in tho Pacific. North America, 
considered as a whole, is a very big coun- 
try ; but on the entire continent there i;> no 
room for Imperialism as a permanent in- 
stitution. 

We have the warmest feelings towards 
the Mot her Country, but North America is 
not to be divided up by one line or many. 
Europe, with its diversity of tongues and 
race, prejudices partitioned after endless 
bloodshed past and to come into her pro- 
seat states, each with its frontier and 
boundary line of tarill's, the voluntary ef- 
forts and free movements of their various 

people's harassed and impeded by the 
necessities of their sever i! governments is 



not the model wo require for this new 
world ; here we want an open market and 
tree trade for everything, with no legisla- 
tive intorferonoe with our internal com- 
merce, except for the defi nee of lite and 
property. We believe that the widest pos- 
sible liberty for individual exertion, limited 
only by tho just rights of others, is the 
political and commercial creed best worth 
fighting constitutionally to obtain. 
Canada bus been governed almost 
to death under the Tory Imperial 
regime, and only un entirely new depart tire 
can en- sure a now ami prosperous life. 

Let the present contest be fairly fought 
out on its own merits at the hustings. The 
result will bo tho present voice of Canada. 

If the Liberals win, then let tho repre- 
sentatives of tho peoplo conscietiously de- 
cline any ouths of Imperial allegiance, and 
invite tho Government of America to a 
congress to consider the whole question of 
our amalgamation with themselves, and the 
terms of such marriage contract. 

There can be no nonsense about " veiled 
rebellion based on sordid motives." 

The self-interest and desire for National 
independence at the basis of this proposed 
alliance (inevitable in tho long run) has as- 
suredly, in some measure, been precipitated 
by the politicul eins of our more recent Ad- 
ministration, and the scapegoat " National 
Policy " may well, by its "utmost efforts 
and latest breath," carry away the national 
burden into the wilderness. But.whichever 
side wins iu this present political struggle, 
the issue ot this election decides, for the 
time being, the question : Under which jlwj? 
lor, practically, there is none other to con- 
test.

RAILWAY CONNECTION. 

To riiK Editor — I 'raa very much grati- 
fied to learn from your article, in Sunday 
mor: ::g's issue, that a move is being made 
in tLc .lirectiou of securing transcontinental 
railway connection with this city. With 
you, I think it is high time that the citizens 
of Victoria awake to the fact that, with all 
its natural advantages, this city will not 
progress us it should, until it has the iron 
horse B teaming into its precincts from the 
populous east. You suggest that the 
Canada Western scheme be again brought 
forward. Railway connection with the 
oast viu that route would secure to Victoria 
what she desires. It is a grand and tempt- 
ing scheme to Victorians ; but, notwith- 
standing the handsome laud grant, and the 
probability of this city voting a couplo of 
million dollars to bonus it, the Canada 
Western charter has not proved attractive 
enough to capitalists to cause them to enter- 
tain or even consider it. It must be many 
years before tint lino is built. In the 
meantime Victoria will be without direct 
railway connection. It is true we have fast 
and fine steamers connecting us with the 
C.P.R, N.P.R. and U.P.R., but wo do not 
receive that impetus to our growth und 
prosperity that we would if either one of 
those lines ran its trains into Victoria. I 
might point out in detail the many advan- 
tages that would accrue to both railway and 
city if such a connection was made; but the 
chief reason of my writing this loiter is to 
show that such a connection can be secured, 
and that very quickly if we but put our 
shoulders to the wheel. Tho scheme of 
which the late Hon. Robert Dunsmuir was 
the projector, of connecting this Island and 
Victoria with the American system of mil- 
ways, is the only feasible one that has so 
far been submitted to the consideration of 
tho public. V.y the carrying out of this 
idea to a practical finish Victoria would 
have direct connection with the great 
American railway system. The scheme lias 
several times been brought forward during 
the p;ist year us a simple method of secur- 
ing what we do urgently desire. It is 
generally believed that the Northern Pacific 
management has entered into agreement 
with the Port Crescent Improvement com- 
pany to build a lino from the south into 
Port Crescent, and that construction will 
bo pushed, from both ends, this year, and 
completion assured early in or during 1892, 
Were the system to stop there, Victoria 
would be in precisely the same position 
that she is at present. Rut if the railway, 
by meat s of a ferry and line from a point 
on this side of the Straits, be made to ter- 
minate in Victoria, we would uttain direct 
rail connection. Instead of spending onr 
energ) on the grand, but, at present, im- 
practicable scheme of bringing a trans-con- 
tineiital lino into this city by means of the 
Canada Western, would it not be wiser to 
endeavor to si cure connection with the 
south by means of the Northern Pacific ! 
Once Victoria attained this, it would be in 
touch with all the railways of the United 
States, and would receive an impetus ti> her 
growth a nd prosperity that would return a 
thousand fold nny expense that her citizens 
might be put to to secure it. Undoubtedly, 
if we make the inducement sufficient the 
Northern Paeitio would agree to at once lie- 
gin the work of building into this city. In 
another two years we would have tho fatis- 
faction of seeing the trains of that line rush- 
ing into Victoria, and, this done, it would 
be a strong inducement to the Canadian Pa- 
cific to voluntarily accord us better facili- 
ties than are at present granted, and would 
eventually be a strong factor in causiug the 
building of a railway on tho lines ot tbo 
Canada Western. It would also mean the 
opening up of the Island by a through lino 
and brandies. I trust that some .such move 
as outlined above will be instituted. If it. 
takes a million dollars to secure the con- 
nection, it would be but a drop in tho 
buket compared to the benefits that would 
be derived by this city and the Island.

Whit I said was, that I did not 
think free trade would affect the iron trade 
much, as far as prices were concerned, for 
we were already doing iron work in this 
province at as low prices us anywhere on 
the Pacific coast. In conversation, I cer- 
tainly made the remark that I thought it 
unjust to raise the duty on pig iron from $2 
to 8-1 per ton. 1 ain credited with saying 
that "if the exorbitant duty were taken oil', 
we could compete with any country. '' I 
certainly could not say that, as there are 
imported on every ship from England, tons 
of eastings and machinery, that if the pres- 
ent duty was doubled, I think no linn in 
our line in the province would care to make 
for what those articles cost, duty paid, 
landed in Victoria, As I am fully occupied 
with the business connected with our works, 
and do not court newspaper notoriety, I 
should not have taken notice of the item, 
but foi- the foolish expressions I am credited 
with having uttered.

GOLD OK GLITTER. I 

The advocates of unrestricted reciprocity 
would havo the people of the Dominion bc- 
liere that all they want to mako tlicm pros- 
perous is unlimited free trade with the 
United Stutcs, which, as is easily seen, 
means annexation. They say that the 
United States is greatly more prosperous 
than Canada, und that it goes ahead much 
faster. The picture which they draw of the 
condition of the people of the United States 
is rose-colored in the extreme, liut is it 
true to life ? Would the people of Canada, 
as a whole, be much better off, if the pro- 
vinces, which now form the Dominion, were 
States of the Union ? We know that there 
are many who are ready to shout, yes. They 
have got into the habit of praising every- 
thing American mid decrying everything 
Canadian without taking the trouble to en- 
quire whether there are good grounds for 
either their praise or their detraction. 

Now, let. us enquire into this mutter a 
little. Are there not indications that the 
Americans as a people arc not better off 
than Canadiuua as a people. We grant that 
there are muny more rich people in the 
United States in proportion to the popula- 
tion than there are in Canada. But that 
fact does not show that the people, man for 
man, of th* United States live in greater 
comfort than they do in Canada. Many of 
these rich men, by rings and coin 
binations ' of one kind and another 
contrive to put into their own pockets what 
in fairness belongs to the ' producer. Lost 
summer, a very intelligent young cattle- 
man, from New Mexico, visited Victoria. 
He declared that tie and his class were no- 
thing better than peons or serfs of the 
great cattle linns of Chicago. The big 
syndicates gave what they pleased for the 
cattle. The bargain between them and tho 
ranchers was anyt hing but a free contract. 
They had to take what the syndicates of- 
fered or keep more stock than they could 
e.irry. There was no use in an individual 
rancher, or a company of ranchers, trying to 
do business independently. The syndicates 
had the advantage of them in the matter of 
freights and every other way, so that to at- 
tempt throw off their yoke was the surest 
road to ruin. This man advised all British 
Columbians that be talked to, to keep their 
own country for themselves. They arc free 



But tho careful and thoughtful observer 
notes all these signs, and tries to find out 
what they mean. 

Canadians, Leforo they disparage their 
pwn country, und magnify the prosperity 
and tin! KCOAtneBa of the United States, 
should enquire and c-^sidor. It may bo 
that they undervalue their owil *iOlint . . 
and greatly overestimate the advantages of 
tho United States. If one-half that thcCa- j 
nadians, who are so much in love with the I 
United States, say, ia true, there should he j 
no poverty or discontent among tho farmer! j 
of any part of tho Union, ithd ho penury or 
W«ut in its cities, l'crhapa aome of them 
will give us their opinion of the significance 
of tho conspicuous facts to which we have 
directed attention. 

AN OBSTRUCTIONIST. 

We see in the Vancouver World of Sat- 
urday, an obstructionist article conceived in 
tho narrowest spirit of mossbackism. There 
is in the southeastern part of this province, 
a rieh mining district, which requires for its 
development ruilwuy accommodation. If 
that region were placed in connection with 
the railway systems of the contiucnt, its 
rapid progress is a matter of certainty. 
Money would be poured into the country to 
build the road in tho lirat place, and after- 
wards to develop its mines, lint the World 
would have it remain an unproductive wil- 
derness an indefinite period longer, merely 
because the railways that arc projected, are 
to enter it from tho south. It is afraid that 
if the short lines of rosd required to open 
up the Kootenay district from the south 
are built, trade will be diverted from the 
commercial centres of British Columbia, and 
that American cities will be built up at the 
expense of tho cities of this province. 

Let lis enquire into this matter a little. 
If the roads from the south are built, they 
will bring population and money into Brit- 
ish Columbia, and what will they take 
away ? They cannot, in the first place, re- 
move the tariffs of the two countries, which 
give the British Columbian merchant 
a very great advantage over the American 
in supplying the mining population with 
•the thousand and one things that they need. 
The mads will not take away the mines, 
which are tho source of wealth in that 
region. They will not take away the tux 
paying population. They will not, when 
the country is developed, take away the 
ores, for thoy will be smelted on the spot. 
In fact, those roads will really take nothing 
from this country but the dividend on the 
money invested in their construction, and 
that in any event would go out of British 
Columbia and out of Canada. Besides, the 
fight which the World is muking is a tight 
against nature. There is already water 
communication between Nelson and other 
parts of Kootenay and the United States. 
The distance is short and trade, : in spite of 
all obstacles, is sure in the long run to tske 
the shortest route. A glance at tho map 
will convince any intelligent man that it 
would he as unreasonable to attempt to 
place obstacles in the way of trade inter- 
course between Vancouver and Seattle and 
Tacoma as between Kootenay and the cities 
on the other side of the national boundary.

W. C. T. U. KEFUGE HOME. 

A Year of Success and Usefulness— The 
Treasurer's Heport. 

The work of this institution, and the 
good accomplished by the ladies who have 
undertaken to help reclaim those unfortun- 
ate ones whose lives have been 
blighted, whoso hopes have been crushed 
and whose self-respect lost through either a 
misstep in a moment of weakness, or by 
years spent in sin, must be gratifying to all 
interested in the work. 

Since the last report of the Home was 
presented to the public, twenty-two friend- 
less ones have been sheltered from the temp- 
tations which surround such women, and 
have been placed under Christian influence. 
During the past few mouths, the committee 
of management found that the work had at- 
tained such importance that it necessitated 
the employment of a second matron, and 
they havo been fortunate in securing a most 
thoroughly capable and Christian woman in 
Mrs. McMillan, of Ontario, to assist Mrs. 
Dr. Siddall, who has been in charge of the 
Home for the past eighteen months. 

In order to afford employment to the in- 
mates, a sewing department has been estab- 
lished, where orders for ladies' and child- 
ren's clothing are constantly being filled, 
and it is hoped that, not only will this 
prove a source of income t"o the Home, and 
iill'ord suitable occupation to tho inmates, 
but ut the same time create in their minds 
a desire to earn for themselves an honest 
livelihood. 

In consideration of the many cases which 
have been brought to the notice of the com- 
mittee, it has been found necessary to open 
a maternity ward in connection with the 
home, as t he ladies felt that to turn away 
young women who were without friends or 
money was only to send them to those who 
would lead them further into sin, and pro- 
bably to a life of shame. By opening this 
ward, and caring for such as needed it, the 
ladies have hoped to save some, who, al- 
though they have sinned, have not become 
hardened to sin. A regular weekly prayer 
■t ing has been conducted on Wednesday 
evening : also a bible class on Sunday after- 
noon, to each of which services any ladies 
who are interested in the work will be 
made welcome at any time. The matron 
has, as often as practicable, in addition to 
her other duties, visited houses of ill fame 
in the city, read the Scriptures and prayed 
with women and girls, and left with them 
the following card which the committee hud 
provided for this work :

A Mysterious Burglar Makes 
Appearance at the Marine 
Hospital. 



His 



Chats with the Patients and Then 
Breaks into the House of 
the Steward. 



Half-past one in the morning is not the 
usual hour for receiving visitors ut the 
Marine hospital. It was, however, just 
about that time, yesterday, when an un- 
known stranger entered the institution re- 
ferred to, hy way of the window in the 
lavatory passage, and, noiselessly walking 
through the dining-room, entered the ward 
where the patients, seven in number, were 
•deeping. His movements were not heard 
try any of the occupants of the room, and 
liia presence was not discovered until, in 
the firelight, one of the patients, waking, 
saw him bending over a cot at the end of 
the room furthest from the door. For a 
moment or two the sick man watched the 
intruder dreamily, believing that it was 
one of Ins room mates who had got out of 
bed. Not seeing him return to his cot, the 
patient finally called out " Who is that 
standing over there '! " 

Not receiving any answer, the question 
was repeated, and the patient in the bed 
next to the speaker's, awoke ami got up to 
replenish the lire. The intruder had as yet 
neither moved nor spoken, and the .second 
patient did not notice him, although he was 
not six feet away, until No. 1 pointed to 
him with his (inger, and once more asked, 
•• Who is that strange man ?" 

The conversation had by this time 
awakened throe other patient*, and then 
began a running fire of questions : " Who 
are you?'' " What do you want?'' " Where 
.lid you come from ?" " How did you get 
in etc. The mysterious stranger still 
maintained Ids silence, and with both both 
hands thrust deep into his coat pockets, 
walked slowly toward the door. When 
half way across the Boor, ho stopped, and 
asked if the man he had been standing over 
so lung, had made any noise during 
the night. Some one answered, " no," 
and the intruder then continued his walk to 
the bedside of the patient who had first 
seen him. Stopping again, he asked the 
man how he was "getting along"; the pa- 
tient, completely surprised, replied that he 
"was about the same as usual." 

The visitor stood for a moment as if 
thinking, then removed his hands from his 
pockets, and laying one on the handle of the 
door, held out the other to the sick mm. 
The latter took the offered band, and his 
was shaken heartily. Then the stranger 
opened the door, as if to go out, and the 
patient detained him, remarking that "he 
couldn't get out that way; all the doors 
were locked.' 1 The man paid no attention 
to the information, but quietly answered, 
"Oh, that's all right, old man, don't excite 
yourself," and with a parting hand shake, 
he walked out, closed the door behind 
him, and made Ids exit by the same window 
through which he entered. lie walked 
around the verandah, and the patients saw 
him pa'<s the window. It was their opinion 
at the time that the man was " hard up," 
and had, not knowing that it was a liospi 
till, entered in the hope of finding a snug 
place to sleep. His quiet way of talking 
ami acting led them to think that ho was 



not a dangerous character, and the patient 
who got the best view of him says that he 
was a respectable looking man, wearing 
dark clothes, and having a scar of some 
kind on his right cheek. 

This was the last heard of the visitor 
until about two hours later, when the 
patients were again awakened, this time by 
cries for help, coming from the direction of 
the steward's house, which is at the end of 
the hospital building, and hot attached to it. 
Four of the occupants of the ward sprang 
out of their beds, and, slipping on their 
trousers, picked up the only weapons they 
could find — an axe, a stick, a shovel and a 
small hatchet — and ran out to render the 
required assistance. The steward was at 
his bedroom window and informed them 
that there was a thief in the house ; to 
look out for him. He (the Btoward) would 
be down in a moment. The relief corps 
surrounded the house, and remained ready 
for action until the steward opened the 
door to admit them. The bird had, by this 
time, tlown. 

Investigation showed that the house had 
been entered by way of the hall window, 
the fastening of which is an old-fashioned 
one, which can be shifted with a penknife. 
Once insiile, the burglar had proceeded to 
make himself comfortable ; lighting a fire 
in the front room, procuring a lamp and 
helping himself liberally to liquor 
and cigars. He had then examined 
carefully the contents of a little 
parlor cabinet — for the steward, Mr. Un- 
win, is it lapidary, whose delight is collect- 
ing and polishing rare old stones — and se- 
lected three or four of the most odd and 
beautiful specimens. From the fact that 
the oil had been burned down an inch or 
more in the lamp, it was concluded that the 
visitor spent, at least, an hour in the house. 
In one of the bedrooms, occupied by .Mr. 
Unwin's daughters when they are at home, 
the burglar had, also, evidently spent some 
time. The room, which was not occu- 
pied, was ransacked thoroughly. The 
contents and furniture! of the room 
were overhauled, the bed-clothes even being 
removed and the matting ot the floor had 
been set lire to. apparently by the .hopping 
of a match, 

It was just about 3:30, when Mrs. Un- 
win heard a slight noise at the door of her 
room, and looking toward it, saw a man's 
hand, trying to undo the old-fashioned chain 
and bolt by which it was secured. She 
awoke her husband, and he sprang to the 
door; and dashed his weight against, it, in 
an endeavor to catch the hand and break 
the wrist. He was not quite quick enough, 
unfortunately, ami tho cool house-breaker 
reminded him of it by remarking, " Very 
good, hut a little too slow. I'll wait for 
you. " 

This led Mr. Unwin to think that if he 
went out unarmed lie might suffer, and so 
he opened his window and called for help, 
His cry was quickly answered, and ho said 
to the burglar, whom he could hear at ill at 
the door, "Now, my man, we've got you." 

"I'm in no hurry," was the reply, and 
the steward hoard the man walk slowly 
down the hall and stairs. At just about 
the lime tho four patients arrived at the 
front of the house, he must have sprung out 
of the window, at the side, and made good 
his escape. 

His footsteps were traced through the 
mow to the aide fence, which he apparently 
cleared, and then took the railway track 
and bridge to the city. The police were 
notified during the morning and examined 
the place, us well us listened to the stories 
told by the patients and steward as above. 
The bedroom, which was bo thoroughly 
Bearehed, is generally occupied on Sunday 
nights by Mr. Unwin's two daughters, one 
of whom is in the employ of Dr. L W. 



Powell, and tho other of Mr. Robert Ward. 
With the exception of She few valueless 
specimens to any but a scientist or a col- 
lector, and a handful of cigars, the hold 
burglar seemed no booty. Hereafter Mr. 
Unwin will look well to his window fasten- 
ings, and keep a loaded revolver under his 
pillow.

RAILWAY ItliSOLUTlONS. 

To nir. Kpitoii :— The meeting of the 
Vancouver Hoard of Trade to pass resolu- 
tions asking the Legislative Assembly to re- 
fuse all charters to railways in the southern 
portion of Kootenay seems not to have been 
altogether a harmonious one. Notwitli- 
Mnnding tlic immensely preponderating in- 
fluence of the railway clique, a few inde- 
pendent members of that body expressed 
themselves very freely in opposition to the 
petition. This in purport, after a recital of 
lormer attempts at legislation regarding 
Kootenay railways, asks the assembly " to 
refuse any charter to extend the Crews' Nest 
Pass Railway, except upon the condition 
that the road .should commence work on the 
coast and also on the eastern end concur- 
rently,'' and " that no charter should he 
granted to any company to build a line 
south from Nelson, or north from the 
boundary line, until the line to the coaBt 
has been built, or satisfactory proof given 
that it con and will be build." The 
memorial further states that " we are con- 
fident that thoC.P.R. "'ill. without delay, 
construct u line sufficient for the commerce 
*'id development ol the country, which line 
will retain tho trade of the district within 
tho province." 

The resolution, in its original shape, win 
too hitter a pill to bo swallowed by all tho 
members of tho board. Mr. R. C. Ferguson 
seemed to have considered the matter in a 
business tight. He said i " Tho Kootonny 
country is the finest mining section of our 
country, and he should he glad to Bee it 
opened up by a railway. There are pay ing 
mines there, one of which is the Hull mine. 
That ili-trict, and all parts of the province 
need development. It is reported that the 
C.P.R. lias promised to build a line of rail- 
way into that country m Boon as thfl trade 
warrants the expenditure, He thought a 
guarantee should be given by tliom tu build 
within a cerl tin time, othci u ls«i tho people 
of Vancouver should not upposo tho grant- 
ing of I licse charters, and if llie-c com panics 
were ready to build lines into that district 
on speculation they should l>c allowed to do 
HO, floods uro going Into Kootonny via the 



Northern Pacific and Spokano Falls, Borne of 
them from this city and some manufactured 
by his own firm, and would continue to do 
so until the CP. H. lowered their freight 
ratcB. If other companies are willing io 
build on chance the CP. R. should also be 
willing to do the same." 

Mr. Hurt "thought it would ho better for 
the city if a through lino to Nelson existed 
in competition with the CP. It. (Laugh- 
ter. ) 

Mr. Cruney said "they should not act on 
the 'dog-in-the-manger' policy. If tho Ca- 
nadian Pacific were not ready to build 
initio one else should be allowed to do so,'" 

Mr. Townley (a high official of the (J.P.B. 
said "he thought the CP. K. could give a 
reasonable assurance that the line would bo 
built within a short time, but lie did not 
think they would be willing to undertake 
100 miles of difficult construction upon 
ehunce. It was a different thing building 
100 miles through a hard country from 
building 26 miles through a comparatively 
easy one." 

Mr.JMoLagan, the editor of the World 
and who eridently voices the sentments of 
tho Canadian Pacific Co., Baid "he had 
had several conversations with Mr. Van 
Home, and he had ntver known him to be- 
lie his word. He had no doubt the C.P.R. 
would build an alternative lino from the 
(•oast to the Kootenay when the money mar- 
ket was easier. Ab a business man, he 
thought, 'to use a slang expression,' that 
the building of a road to the Kootenay would 
he a big gamble, as no mine in that district 
had yet been demonstrated to he u paying 
mine. He did not see that there was any 
immediate use for tho line, anyway. Goods 
can now bo sent in from Revelstoko for 
about eight months in the year. Mr. Van 
Home and the sliureholclois must consider 
carelully the prospects before undertaking 
the building of 100 miles of extensive road. 
They had already expended $750,000, and 
were far ahead of the development of the 
country.'' 

The result of the discussion, probably in- 
fluenced by Mr. McL&gan's frank explana- 
tion of Mr. Van Home's policy of delay, 
was the changing of the original petition to 
a simple request that the granting of uny 
charters should be deferred for one year, in 
order to give the Canadian Pacific Co. a 
chance to make up their minds whether the 
mines of that district would justify the 
expenditure. 

We are exceedingly obliged to Mr. Van 
Home for sending Mr. McLagan and Mr. 
Townley to express his views so frankly. 
It is rarely, except in the heat of passion, 
or when his temper is very much milled, 
that the ustute president of the C.P.R. ex- 
plains so fully his views. When in Nelson, 
last summer, he stormed about the 
great expenditure upon the " Koote. 
nay and Columbia '' railroad, anil 
exclaimed : "We are throwing away 
8500,00ft on a "prospect bole," those who 
beard him, made allowance for the lacerated 
state of his feelings, after a hard ride over 
the thirty miles of mule trail. Rut now, 
after the clear statements made by his 
mouth pieces, we are quite certain of his 
rcul sentiments. Would it not he wrong 
for the Kootenay people, who know Mr. 
Van Home's high moral character, to ask 
h'm to continue to "gamble on the chances" 
any longer? From his frequent protesta- 
tions that his company intend soon to con- 
struct a line into the Kootenay district, 
either from Revelstoko or from the coast, it 
looks a little as if he were trying a game of 
bluff. His friends hail better advise him to 
throw up his present hand, and let some one 
else build t.ho railroad, 

But seriously; what a monstrous proposi- 
tion is this which the Vancouver Board of 
Trade ask ? For the benefit of the gigantic 
monopoly which now has almost every line 
of transportation by land or by sea in this 
province, a country like the promising dis- 
trict of Kootenay, with its mines just ready 
to be opened, its citizens ready to construct 
reduction works and mills, and wagon roads 
and telegraph lines, and to build tramways 
and steam boats, and to populate towns, its 
miners eager to get suit their rich and exten- 
sive bodies of ore as soon as means of trans- 
portation tu smelters can be furnished 
must he temporarily squelched. This 
section to which the entire province is 
eagerly looking fur a refutation of the say- 
ing that " there arc no paying mines in 
British Columbia,'' and which seems likely 
to infuse new life into every vein in our 
business community : this grand display of 
rich hales, which seems to fill with en- 
thusiasm every visitor from the province, or 
from the mining states sou' h of us, except 
the slucgish head of the C P. R.— all this 
must be dormant ; all enterprises bo 
stopped ; all enthusiasm must be chilled ; 
all development must cease, while the ill- 
liberal and exacting railway company waits 
for the "money market to he easier." Own- 
ing a transcontinental line, built almost en- 
tirely with the money contributed 
by the Canadian Government, roll- 
ing in wealth accumulated from 
this great road in an incredibly 
short space of time, the magnates look with 
a greedy eye upon this inaccessible corner 
of our province, and to use a mining phrase, 
wish it "laid over" by the government until 
it. suits their sovereign convenience to take 
possession of it. 

Can tho province afford to allow this non- 
fruition of their long delayed hopes of a 
gieat milling development '.' With such re- 
sources as we h dieve we possess in our min- 
ing regions shall we not kick against the 
imperious order t > "stand,', and defer the 
prosperity which teems ready to descend 
upon ns? Will oui' legislators be content 
to obey the behests of a company which 
speaks so much like a master, and then go 
home to their constituents to try to explain 
their action? 

We will defer further consideration of 
these an ti -progression resolutions until ihey 
appear fully in print. M in Kits.

MEETING AT ESQUIMALT. 

Addresses by Messrs. Templeman und Mnr- 
ehant In Opposition to the Government. 

A well attended meeting was held lust 
niyht in Blue Ribbon Hall, Esquimalt, 
called by the supporters of Messrs. Temple- 
man and Mar-chant. Mr. Henry Coogau oc- 
cupied the chair. 

Mr. Templeman in u forcible manner took 
up the question of the number of voters 
who he alleged hid been disfranchised, 
owing to the failuie to revise the voters' 
lists for two years past, and then generally 
addressed himself, with the aid of carefully 
prepared figures, to the trade question 
upon whose paramount importance 
he dwelt at length, holding that, outside of 
the importance of the Dominion at large of 
the antagonistic uttiiude of the United 
States, l ho province of British Columbia 
was specially dishubilitated, because she 
wus, owing to her posit on, obliged to im- 
port largely from the United States, against 
which our own tariff seriously militated. 
This, he thought to be a very serious reason 
why the electors should give their votes 
against the Government candidates, who 
were bound hand mid foot to Sir John Mac- 
donald. He hail considerable to say against 
the illiberally of tile Dominion authorities 
in dealing witli this province. 

Mr. Marchant addressed himself to the 
question of fr< e trade und protection, and 
described how that, under free trail's, Great 
Britain und other count ics had prospered. 
He pointed out how that Great Britain had 
secured oil per cent, of the currying trade of 
the world. He < nlurged up n the necessity 
of British Columbia and Canada takeng steps 
to secure themselves, which could only be 
done by, so far us Canada was concerned, 
doner trade relations with the United 
States. 

Mr. Howard expl lined the Chinese ques- 
tion in a very forcible manner, being fol- 
lowed by Mr. W. A. Robertson anil others, 
the meeting, it is said, being very satis- 
factory to the candidates und their friends, 
by whom it hud been called.
